The changes to independent claims 1,10, and 15 raise new issues. The changes to claim 1 changes the claim construction of the argued 
limitation, refer to page 7 of the response, thus, the changes to claim 1 raise new issues in this portion of claim 1 . Thus, an analysis of the 
prior art and amended claim 1 requires additional work. Similarly the changes to claims 10 and 15 affect the limitations argued at page 8 
last paragraph of the response and an analysis of the prior art and these amended claims require additional work.

The argument on page 6 second paragraph concerning the objection to the specification is not persuasive because page 5 does not 
clearly describe a "surface normal vector" as one of the "per-primitive parameters" of parent claim 3 and the "outward normal vector N" 
described at both pages 6 and 12 do not clearly convey "surface normal vector".
